This colony was for 
many years the shocking example of prod- 
igality and wastefulness, in whose path 
there was no way to escape for many years 
to come. Now allthat is changed. New 
Zealand has turned the corner. We were 
long on the down grade, but are now as- 
cending.

) ever we were, and are getting berated and 


scolded, as we once did. We are actually 
pointed at by our neighbors as showing how 
a colony can recover itself, and after being 
almost overwhelmed again recover life and 
strength. And so when we see articles 
Australasian financial embarrass- 
ments we believe that our neighbors will 
probably suffer more than ourselves. 

We are not, however, disposed to do 
much in the way cf! hallooing.

off of the exports is attributed to the de 

crease in our exports of frozen mutton, there 
having been a great demand in the colony

BURDENED WITH A SURPLUS. 


And so it comes that our treasurer has a 
surplus, with which to meet the house, of 
about £170,000 after paying off £100,000 of 
the floating debt. The customs revenue is 
£98,000 in excess of the customs revenue of 
the previous year, the duties being exactly 
the same. This shows that the people have 
been able to spend more freely and are less 
straightened than when the pinch first 
came after our days of extravagance. While 
we were borrowing money and spending 1t 
freely the work of settlement was almost at 
a standstill. Work was plentiful in the 
cities, and wages so high that men were 
actually drawn from producing occupations 
into occupations that were nonproductive.

Our Flour Interests, 

In view of the fact that there appears to 
be a movement among certain farmers to 
establish mills, Mr. a 
at last week's meeting in Toronto of the Do- 
minion Millers’ Association, said he thought 
that the cost of producing a barrel of four 
should be better understood, In the old days 
hen tne four was made by stones, a large 
proportion ot the shorts was placed in the 
flour. Four bushels and one-third would 
then produce a barre! of flour. The cost otf 
production then was from 20 to 25 cents per 
barrel, because it required much less ma- 
chinery and much less tlour. [t was proved, 
however, by actual figures, that ina roller 
mill which turned out 50,000 barrels during 
the past year the cost of manufacture was 30 
cents per barrel, not including the package. 
He moved a resolution setting forth that 
according to the roller system, it requires 
four two-thirds bushela of wheat to 
make a barre! of flour, and that the ave rage 
cost of production ex viusive of the package, 
was 35 cents, The resolution was adopt- 
ed, 

During the discussions at the meeting on 
other resoiulions that were offered, it 
transpired that farmers in a great mony 
instances Were cutting green wheat in order 
that better feeding straw might be obtained 
The result was that such wheat was useless | 
for seeding. It was proposed that bulletins 
should be issued to the farmers slowing 
the evil results of cuttiny green wheat. 

The reports of the delegates from the war 
ious sections showed that the wheat of the 
country, 48 a Whole, was exceptionally good! 
and of a better milling quality than that of 
last year. With few exceptions, the crops | 
are fully equal tothose of last year, and in 
some districts there is three times the acre- 
age of fall wleat this year that there was 
last. In the province of Quebec this year | 
the yield is extremely large, even larger 
than last vear, which was the greatest since 
confederation,

Each time we reach the end of December 
saya Chambers’s Journal, we should think 
with satis‘action that we have got over the 
most dangerous month, since in this coun- 
try more deaths are said to occur in Decem- 
ber thap at any other time of the year. A 
subject for serious reflection is it that thirty- 
five millions of people die every year—few 
of these from old age, In a doctor's opinion, 
nearly as many people shorten their carcer 
by over-eating as from excessive drinking ; 
while in England alone three hundred per- 
sons are annually cut off through acciden- 
tal poisoning. 

It seems that we bave the choice of two 
hundred and seventy religions in the United 
Kingjom; and our taste for sensational 
novels ia shown when thirty per cent. of 
book» published belong to that class. Some 
of the busiest stee! pens ot the three anda 
half millions said to be daily used all over 
the world are wielded by the fictionists. 


In this country, it appears, we have one 
horse for every twelve persons, and only an 
average of four hours of daily surshine in 
which to ride or walk.

nay now be seen driving cals in New 
York. 

Few blue-eyed people are said to be col- 
our-blind, and we are told that women asa 
rule bave better cyesight than men; but, 
on the other hand, three women have false 
teeth to every two men that wear them. 
This, we take it, is owing to their greater 
regard for personal appearance, than that 
the fair sex is more dentally deficient than 
their admirers. It is not without interest 
to note that not a few people living have 
double rows of natural teeth ; while we are 
assured by an artist that only one person in 
four thousand eight hundred has a perfect 
nvee, 

Though we are told that blindness is on 
the decrease, it is sad to reflect that three 
hundred thousand eo in Europe suffer 
from this dreadful atiliction, Spain ap- 
pears to be the greatest sufferer in this 
respect.

Stock Notes. 

—— are not grown so much as they 
sh be for feeding. Hubbard squash :- 
estimated to have a feeding value of at leas: 
eight dollars per ton, and with good culiure 
many tons can be grown to tbe acre. 

Wheat bran is one of the best articles of 
food that can be given to young and grow 
ing stock. One pound contains as much 
bone material as four pounds of corn. 

Carrots and beets are quite as economical 
as ensilage for winter feeding, when they 
can be grown at the rate of five hundred 
bushels or over per acre. They contain no 
more water than ensilage, and are mor: 
completely digestible. : 

Ifyou contemplate buying some thin 
steers for winter feeding. by ali means take 
time to find young animals. Those that 
are two or two and a half years old are 
quite as antique as we should care to work 
on. 

Corn is poor etuff to feed tne colt. It 
produces fat insteed of bone and muscle, and 
so makes him tender instead of tough. 

Sheep get restless when kept long on one 
pasture. Change them every few davs and 
you will find that it will benetit both the 
stock and the grass. 

Solling may be practiced by growing 
special crops and feeding them off, instead 
of cutting. Sheep lend themselves well to 
this syitem, in connection with small fields 
of rape, peas, oata, white mustard, turnips, 
clover, ete., sown and fed in succession. 

Where land is of high value, this is a 
Practical solution of the problem of profit- 
able stock keeping. Lendited is worth too 
much to be given up to permanent pasture 
may be sown to such crops and fed off two 
or three times in a season, and thus earn a 
good interest. 

Few things are more variable than the 
quality and feeding value of our diferent 
grasses and fodders, depending upon the 
period at which harvested. Farmers should 
study this matter, and save every crop just 
when at its best. 

In buying feeders, purchase if possible 
such as are eighteen to twenty-four months 
old. Then you wil! get the greatest gain at 
the least cost, and it will be most profitable 
to buy early—say in Sepiember—and get 
them started on grass before winter seta in 
and compels exclusive grain feeding. 

All ot your stock that you desire to cull 
out and dispose of should be forced forward 
as rapidly as possible now, and whipped 
into shape while the grass lasts. Old ani- 
mals, unthrifty and unprofitable stock of 
, every sort should be got rid of before put- 
ting up for winter, 

One of the things to buy now is a good 
young, pure bred bull. Prices are ruling so 
that these are within the reach of every one, 
and some breeders will shade values in order 
to reduce stock at thia season.
